Ott  and  Brewer  hired  the  sculptor  Isaac  Broome  to  create  a 
prototypically  American  work  for  the  firm  to  display  at  the 
Philadelphia  Centennial  Exhibition  in  1876.  Broome  devised  a 
monumental  vase  to  honor  America’s  favorite  pastime,  complete 
with  three  baseball  player  figures  around  its  base.  The  factory 
then  made  copies  of  these  sculptures,  including  the  “Pitcher,” 
for  individual  sale.

Salmon  Spawning  Run.  The  round  shape  of  Salmon  Spawning  Run  is  based  on  Susan 
Point's  well-established  spindle  whorl  motif,  which  represents  the  Coast  Salish,  a  First 
Nations  tribe.  For  thousands  of  years  salmon  have  sustained  the  Coast  Salish  people  as 
the  primary  food  source.  As  such,  salmon  are  highly  honored  and  respected. 
Symbolizing  abundance,  prosperity,  renewal,  and  fertility,  the  fish  and  their  eggs  are 
depicted  here  in  a  composition  that  reminds  us  of  the  importance  of  clean  water  other 
sustainable  resources  to  protect  our  natural  environment.
